Some information regarding the 
differenee between a minitnum load 
and a car carrying capacity ‘in some 
of the standard commodities: has 
been supplied by R.J.C. Stead, who 
dispenses wholesale and retail pub- 
licity for the C.P.R. He ‘figured it 
out like this: : 

Flour—In berrels, a minimum 
load is 210; a 80.ton car will hold 
8CO barrels and a 40-ton ‘car 315. 
When shipped in 96 pound sacks 
the mioimum load is 439 ‘sacks 
whereas the 3O-ton sack will take 
678 sacks and the large ones 900,

trast noted the beauty and enchant- 
ment of even a humble cottage, cover- 
ed with beautiful vines, and surround- 
ed with lovely flowers and well kept 
grounds. It is hard to give any 
specific plan in laying out one’s 
grounds to the best advantage as 
they vary so much in size and contour. 
Where one has a fairly good stand 
of grass, beds can be cut in any shape 
the fancy may dictate, and borders 
can be dug around the house, or along 
the path leading to the house, en- 
riching it with well rotted stable 
manure, {f deficient in fertility, pul- 
verizing the ground thoroughly. 
Hiding the Unsightly 

As soon as all danger of frost is 
over, sow such annuals as atocks, 
asters, phlox, drummondi, marigolds, 
godetia, mignonette, cosmos, candy- 
tuft, ete, all of which will give a 
good display of flowers throughout the 
summer and until frost. A good many 
of these seeds may be sown in pots 
| or boxes, and planted out as the 
weather becomes warm, and all dan- 
ger of frost is over. Unsightly fence\ 
} and outbuildings may be covered, and 
| made a thing of beauty during the 
summer months by sowing such climb- 
ers as scarlet runner heans (which 
are not only ornamental but @lible), 
nasturtium, major, or climbing; sweet 
peas, tropeaoleum canariensis, anid 
convolyulus major, all of which are 
easily grown from seed sown in 
spring. Plants of rvdibeckia golden 
gtow, may be utilized to advantage tu 
hide some unsightly corner, it being 
very easily grown, and attains a height 
of 6 to 8 feet and blossoms very freely 
from seed, plants can be readily ob- 
tained from florists who invariably 
carry a stock of all suitable bedding 
plants. 

Start Roses Early 

If you care to go to the expense 
of roses, or shrubs, these can be ob- 
tained. at. reasonable priced at— 
various nurseries, and I would advise 
planting same in the early spring as 
600n as tile ground can be worked, 
the earlier the better, while they are 
still in a dormant condition, If you 
desire to grow flowers from roots or 
bulbs, such as dahlias, gladioli, lilums, 
or Montbretias, these can be planted 
to advantage in the spring. Other 
| bulbs such as hyacinths, tulips, nar- 
cissus, should be planted {n the fall, 
any time before the frost sets in. In 


| case of a severe winter, a good pro- 


tection is afforded these by a covering 
of coarse stable manure, which can be 
removed in the spring. 


PREPARING FOR LAWN 


Spring planting makes the new 
grass to become well established be- 
fore frosts arrive, but fall planting has 
this advantage that any weeds coming 
up will be killed before they can seed. 
Of the two plans spring seeding is the 
most recommended. Before putting 
the seed on the ground itanswers 
to thoroughly well prepare the soil. 
All weeds, roots, stones and rubbish 
must be removed, It is an excellent 
plan to put the surface soll through 
the sieve, so as to get a dressing 
of an inch deep or so, of perfectly 
clean soil all over. If the soil is a 
very poor one, some well rotted 
manure must be mixed in with the 
sifted soil or at any rate kept near 
the surface. After the soil has been 
carefully levelled with the rake it 
should be rolled, or carefully trodden 
or beaten down. It must then be 
raked over gently again. This raking 
must be very carefully done so that 
the surface is left absolutely level 
and free from even a single small 
stone. For this purpose employ the 
back of the rake when the soil is 
fairly dry. 


Where Forestry Is Easy 

“Of the forests of Ailly, there re- 
main but a few mutilated trunks, It 
{s a field of desolation, levelled by 
shells.” This was written of a French 
forest following a deluge of German 
artillery, It might as eas*have been 
written of thousands of square miles 
in all parts of Canada following the 
deluge of annual forest fires. Nothing 
could save the magnificent French 
forests but an eastward re-adjustment 
of the trenches. No such grim neces- 
sity, however, faces the Canadian 
Provincial and Federal Governments 
in the relatively simple task of keep- 
ing our ready-made wealth of timber 
free from needless conflagrations, No 
army need fight for it; no life need 
be sacrificed.

Women Doing Fine Work 
craft Factory 


‘in Air- 


A London writer gives this des- 
cription of the work of women in the 
royal direraft factory in England: 

“Reeently | was permitted by the 
courtesy of the war ‘office to visit 
tliis immense factory, where the eyes 
of the.army are constructed, and had 
the delight of watching the women 
at work on this new and indispensa- 
ble branch of the services. 

I was, of course, aware that wo 
men were employed upon acroplanc 
| building, but I had no coneeption as 
Ito. the extent to which they are en- 
gaged.

In one large shed alone there were 


women engaged upon making tents 
to house the great’ machines, the 
}witigs of which other women *in an 
adjoining shed were covering and 
“doping,” while bags of the allies’ 
colors were being made for signal 
ling. 

In the great machine shops I saw 


women welding—an extremely  diffi- 
cult and delicate work, which requires 
ruck patience, concentration, and no 


small amount of skill, That women 
should) have proved adaptable to 
this particular work, F was told, has 


been one of the most astonishing re- 
velations of the factory, In other 
shops they were engaged upon press 
tool work, rough filing, repitition 
milling, capstan lathe work, string 
Sewing and small wood work. , 
Che fallacy which has existed so 
long that women are constitutionally 
unable to use a hammer, is indis- 
putably out of date, for the women 
acroplane makers are as proficient in 


the wielding of a hammer,  secrew- 
driver, or file as any man, Never- 
theless there seemed — something 
strangely incongruous about a little 


golden-haired fairy IL watched busy 
on the ribs of an acroplane with a 
glve-pot and hammer. 

Women are employed upon the in 
spection of stores and varnishing all 
wood work, Into the erecting sheds,

For from this particular work, 
as from the drawing offices where 
draughtswomen are now employed,

Machine shearing has created wide 
interest in Alberta this season, This 
is interesting for the rez ason that in 


the past machine shears were not 
looked upon with favor eyen by the 
most advanced *“wool-growers, the 


song of praisg of this auachine being 
left wholly to the manufacturer and 
advertiser to sing. Sheepmen have 
considered this Method of — shearing 
limpracticable for such a cold climate, 
Now it looks as if every sheep in the 
province’ would soon’ be smachine- 
shorn, The largest rancher in the 
West last year established a machine 


plant in Southern Alberta. Vhis 
year he added four machines to the 
eutfit, Notwithstanding the popular 
belief it has been established, that 


machine-shearing in a cold climate 
gives better results than*blade-shear- 
ing when done under. proper condi- 
tions. 

A shearing “shed of good construc 
tion, combined with the thick comb 
und a proper, shelter during the first 
night after shearing, proyides the 
sheep with far more protection than 
under blade-sheuring. 


In Wyotuing, where the climate is 
more severe than in any part of Al- 
berta except perhar the extreme 
north, machine-shearing is largely 
in use, Labor-saving machinery in 
factories and machine shops have 
made fortunes for the owners of 
these plants.
